1869.

Ever since philosopby began to ocou- 
py the attention of the wise, the prob- 
lem of the constitution and nature of 
the buman Will has been foremoat. 
Fields of beautiful epeculation have 
been laid out regarding the constitution 
and freedom of the human will. If 
you will give me your careful attention 
I will try to d fine it, for the struggles 
of pbilocophy bave been struggles to 
attain a definition of terms. Meta- 
physical philosophers, especially. have 
used words without any thing bebind 
them. I!n metapbysics language has 
been used to di: guise thought, to mys- 
tify thought. Metspbysics are enough 
to make any Íntellect sick that ia robust, 
at apy time, but especially in medieval 
metapbysics clouds began toarise which 
filled the hemisphere of thought, and 
darkness sat every where, 

Now what do I mean when I say 
will? The human will—what is it? Ia 
It an entity? Is the human will a 
thing? I affirm tbat the buman will is 
not a tblg, but tbat will is the totality 
of intellectual, sentimental, passionul 
and instinctive wctivity. It isthe mind 
When the mind is asleep 

there is no will. It is an attribute of 

the coneclousness, but consclousness le 
not an entity. Consciousness stands to 
mind as the crack of a pistol stands to 
the pistol. Mi: d ja the thinking entity, 
and thinking Is a procees of sensation, 
perception, Inference, sentiment, and 
the duplication of all these by Imagina- 
tion. Thinkiog is an act, and it is done 
by a thing that acts. The voluotary 
motions are acta done by things stand 
log constilutioually related to one an- 
other and the human mind by acting; 
and that acting being determined by 
the force itself, coming Into contact 

With ita environmen!; euvironment 

lmitiog, constituting, arranging, the 

Manner, nature and quality of senetions, 

the constitutional capability of the 
i mind perceives those sensations. Those 
r tenaations are first, pbysiological; 

second, magnetic; tbird, psychic. 

Pbytiological conditions modify aud 
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sensation: magnetism regulates the 

power of perception: and the psychic 

condition the relativity of perceptions. 

So tbat in the work which the mind 
does, that work consists of brlogiug out 
of the outer world of phenomena to tbe 
inner world of consciousness pictures of 
things and their relations, 

Causes are inferred and are subjective, 
causes are Inferred according to the 
capability of the mind, and when two 
pbenomena stand in perception and 
relativity to each other, the conclusicn 
and characteristics of thelr influence 
upon each other—that correspondence 
being seen produces will, decisfor, 
judgment. It ie that act which sees 
the difference between a man and a 
tree—which is mechanical. A man 
Gin never will to see a tree in the form 
of @ man, or a man in the form of a 
tree. Perception is mechanioal--infer- 
ential capability is mecbanical. It is 
the mecbanical, subjective act of the 
correlating sensations. The transmuta- 
bility of will can barijly have a mean- 
ing only in the theistic sense, as far as 
relating to man’s personality; it cau 
hardly have a philosophical meaning— 
but let us look at it. 

The tranamutability of will, using 
will in ope of the senses in whicb tbe 
old metapbysciana used it, merely 
stands for the execulive totality cf 
mind, which is equal to saying power, 
will and power belog convertable, in- 
terobangeable tetws. WII, in the sense 
in which I might use it to say the will 
of a monarch, whose constitufional 
capability is unlimited. Such unlimit- 
eì will may be designated as unlimited 
power. Now tbis transmutability of 
power can be carried into the realm 
of the thelsticcosmos, When that stuft 
out of which soul is made can be put 
under the weight of power and called 
power then it stands related to energy 
in some way us energy. We may say 
using energy, tbe transmutability of 
energy, the executive power, the doing 
power of nature, that wbich blows the 
cyclone along, that which raises the 
storm at sea, that which rolls the stara 
in their orbits, that which creates or 
sends forth vegetable life, that which 
develops the constitutional organization, 
that which rolls out in intellect and 
becomes reasonable capability—tbie 
will, power energy, has immutability 
and tranusmutability Into modes and 
attributes of development differentiated 
in the world of phenomena; so that 
this relativity of soul, wili, power snd 
energy becomes a great eubject. Ths 
relation of man, the origin of man, the 
likeness and unlikenesa of man, the 
soul of man, hls force and points of 
energy whicb have developed in the 
phenomena of nature, have the simii- 
tude and unity of the whole universe in 
thie proposition. I affirm, tben, tha’ 
there ia no unlikeness between man 
and any single outward phenomens Ip 
nature, Now 1 am transcendental, you 
perceive, I am out there beyond the 
world of buman reason. The world of 
trapscendentalism is that world outside 
of the world of buman reason; Iam out 
there somehow, aud I must try to make 
myself plain. 

Now, If I say this will is an entity 2% 
made a mistake which all the old meta- 
pbysiclans have made. They have 
created things which are only qualities, 
attributes which in themeelves inhere 
and conatituted some other thing. A 
great deal of confusion exists in the 
mind of man touching the nature and 
constitution of energy. Now energy is 
a word that etands In mind for an act. 
What is the act? The act lsjthechange 
lu the locality of a thing. Now [ bave 
to have two things before I can have 
locality. Locality is merely relation 
which phenomena sustaln to each other. 
I will fix this stand, and that table 
related to this stand. If nothing ex- 
isted but the table it would have no 
relation, and when there two things 
change their relation to each other It is 
done by power, energy, Will. This 
power, energy and will (words mean- 
ing the same thivg)—this power either 
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exists lo the things themselves or is an 
entity outside of the things themselves 
and persists in ite actions upon them. 
That ls to eay, that energy as an 
entity perals's. If it be not so, it is the 
quality of tbe thing itself to act, 
the quality of the atom. Now what is 
ao atom but tbe nucleus of energy 
which stands jn tbe whirlwind of being, 
and this change of locality I account for 
a priori by calllog into existence energy. 
Now there ls a mistake. We are con- 
tinually reasoning upon entities which 
the a priori method has made. It is 
daogerous ground, it is unstable ground. 
Theologians made Gods in that way; 
they made a devil-in that way; they 
made angels that way. They have 
made the wild creations of mythology 
jo that way—by calling into existence 
entities which can only exist as quali- 
ties inherent in the things themselves. 
Well, now then, let us go back to the 
human will, the capabllitles of will. 
Capabillty does not necesyarily imply 
intellect. Intellectual capability is one 
thing and capability is another thing. 
We say energy is capability, will is 
capability. 
TILE ENERGY OF SUSPENDED MOTION. 
The energy of suspended motion may 
be Illustrated in this way. Supposing a 
man carried to the top uf this building

suspended energy. 
the building aod. you let loose this 
energy, aod as it falls to the ground, it 
liberates as much energy as it took to 
carry it to the top of the buildicg. 
Nothing losi! Tais suspended or hoarded, 
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agalu and imputing agalo to quality 
things in themselves which only exist 
ln my Own mind. 

Again this intelligible nature has been 
In*cosmic theism misapprehendei. It 
ls thus misappropriated in ‘“Paley's 
Destga Argument.” I assume that the 
table was made, and I asune that It 
existed In the mind of the maker before 
it became an objective table, but, ladies 
and gentlemen, that table did not ex- 
ist as a table in the man’s mind, but 
the ideal of the table existed in the 
imagination of the creator of the table, 
and it la not accurate to say the table 
existed before it was made. The idea, 
the concept of the table existed, but we 
are eteroally appropriating existences 
to ideas, again doing an error upon tbat 
old plan of giving unto nature a reallty 
which fs only in the imagination. 

This will, thia univereal will, differ- 
entiating itself into personality, works 
up into conscious intelligence, so that 
thera Isa difference between intelli- 
gence and consciou: intelligence. The 
intelligence which is uncooscious is 
purely mechanical; it is pure, physical, 
natural correlation. The things of to- 
day come out of the things of yesterday, 
and the yesterdays and the yesterdays 
aod the yesterdays stand behind the 
pienomena of to-day. Thought, the 


Heuce we see what 
treseh-waus. peculiar and theistic 
ground thoe people stand oa who say 
they believe in a God, but that He does 
not reason, that He has no will, that He 
is not an individual. Why, ladies and

capability of the human will, and this 
suspended energy is boarded in the 
constitution of the soul, when the soul 
i4 apart from the body—hoarded in the 
body and soul in human beings, and 
man is a reservoir of suspended energy, 
just as the gall bladder is the reservoir 
of the bile when it is produced in too 
large a quantity by the operations of 
the liver. 

There is a hoarding of energy in what 
I wight call the cerebral aud ganglionic 
nervous system of man, It is hoarded 
and it stands constitutionally correlated 
to maguetism. Magnetism you have 
to call into existence as the theologian 
calls into existence Gd, but on my 
plane of sensation I perceive maguet 
ism as you perceive matter. Magnet- 
ism is an hypothesis to you, to me a 
fact, but in reasonlog with you [ will 
assume it still as an hypothesis, to be 
on the plane of your rational faculties. 
Tals mugoetism, [ assume, for conven- 
ieuce of the definition, Gills the cellular 
tissues of the nervous system and that 
its cells are almost inconceivably num- 
erous in the constitution of man; tbat 
this cellular vonstitution has a relation- 
ship to goul, and that that constitutloa 
la that which defines and regulates 
what you call will, The calibre of a 
pistol will be the measure of its power 
of explosion, of ita force as a pistol, and 
of the nolse it will make. 

Never forget, then, that will Is execu 
tive—not the thing but what the thing 
does, It isthe action, it Is the realiza- 
tion, the potency which Iles in life itself 
to work out certain eniis when the 
environment is given. Puta soul with- 
out the enviroument and it ceases to 
have a will, it ceases to have any con- 
aclousness, There ts will without con- 
sclousness. There ia instinctive will. 
There Js intellect without consciousness, 
by intellect I do not necexsarily mean 
cousclousness, because the word lutel- 
lect to me covers phenomena which do 
not pertain to any consciousness, For 
example: In the development of wnat 
used to be called inorganic uature there 
is correlation which does involve but 
one, aud yet there is correlation 
—and natural correlation. 

Let me define distinctly this charas- 
ter of Intelligence, this correlation 
which a conscious Intelligence can com- 
prebend, and I impute to the constitu- 
tion of the thlugs themselves iutelll- 


gence, because I see them intelligently. 
Agalno it isa priori, and I am creating 


but a word that they think stands for 
something. There is no stop between 
theiam and atheism, no middle ground, 
no resting place, Between New York 
aud Chicago there is Buffalo, but in the 
argument in the reaim of will there is 
no station between theism and atheism. 
That decision of Emerson cannot be 
received. There was no logic in Emer- 
son—it was transcendental--tbe over- 
soul is a phrase without a meaning— 
it does not mean anything. There are 
words which do not stand for anything 
that is in tbe intellect. Man created 
a middle statlon, but tbere is no Buffalo 
in the realm of human reason it is 
transcendental, 

Then the development from nature 
of different forms of organic life comes 
by an abutment of these two great 
forces acting; the action of environment 
abd the action of the force of heredity. 
Nature tries to produce like, environ. 
ment tries to produce a change. Now 
I use this in a poetical sense, ‘Nature 
tries” implies will; ‘tries’? implies 
knowledge; “tries” implies congcioua, 
Intelligentuctlon. But mechanically, I 
mean, this thing, this abutment-of these 
two conditions, ls the point of being 
from which phenomena come. Hence, 
life is a puenomenal spentaneancy of 
expression in nature, due to the coming 
together of elemental conditions with 
capability of life. The capability of 
life, organicanically, tbe result of the 
enviroument, Tbat which makes a 
flower, under other conditions might 
have made a man, That which makes 
the animal to live arb really in the 
trees of the forest might have made a 
Newton had the enviroument been dif 
ferent, but ‘he persistency, tie slow 
persistency of enviroument regulates 
the slow actlon of will In nature, and 
tbe mouificationa of uuiveral phenom 
ena ere seen in life's capability to day. 

Enough on that eslde of my topic 
Let us togetiner look at this parsisateucy.

Tae writer further says, ‘Ste certalnly 
identi n the epirite—not by thelr forma 
or materialized bodles alwaye—but by 
whet they «ay to me, I have met them 
many times before in meny different 
forins, Dever probably twice in the 
samme form, but alwaye baving the 
same intelligence.’ Toere in a good 
deal of truth ip what this writer says, 
but my experlence approximates but is 
not exuctty Hke It. J recognize the 
spirit moro by the intelligence than by 
the form, yet I flud them often very 
close approximations, 

My pirit sou has beep the most suc- 
cessiul, He has material zed througb 
four different mediums, aud each ap 
proximatiug bla image, and also each 
othere; but ocither of the four sources, 
nor bis hnage, as [ well remember bim, 
are fac-stintles of each other, or of blw, 
but at each of the four he bas sald 
things to me that nobody but he wou'd 
be likely or could say, sv the identifica- 
tion, like the writer to whom I have 
referred, la more by intelligence thau 
anything elee, yet some of them have 
been such near approximations that 
they would satisfy most people. Idif- 
fer from the aforesaid writer on this 
point: they do come twice and very of- 
ten slike. Turough medium No.] he 
comes just the same every tiine, not 
quite to cheerful as he was as I remem- 
ver him. ‘Through No. 2 he comes the 
nearest, and I feel more «ure that [am 
with my son, Through N.. 3 he ie not 
se tall, rather atouter and dou't seem to 
be so strong. ‘I'brough No. 4 he is more 
like Nu. 1. The rame form ulways 
comes through the same medium. I 
would kuow tbem anywhere, aud I 
suppose through the four they have ma- 
terlalized over a hundred times and in.

There is a whole miue of truth con- 
tained In that paragraph. We always 
wince when touch in a sore spot. We 
Daturally seek to hida our weaknesses. 
many of which we may not even sus. 
pect, until some eharp arrow from an- 
other's quiver penetrates the unguarded 
place in our armour. But I want to ask 
you if you are certain that the senti- 
ment above expressed is absolutely and 
unqualifiedly true under all circum: 
stances? Ido not question its applica: 
bility in the great majority of cases, and 
I think I have obtalned grent profit 
pouderlug upon the truth it contains. 
Tt acems to me, however, that a sensi. 
tive, reliued spirit cannot endure slau- 
der witbout belng in some measure dis: 
turbed by it. Aud in saying this ] 
mean slander thac ia wholly and en- 
tlrely false aud undeserved. 

I have in my mind at this momenta 
noble, thrutbful, philantrophic aplrit, 
who bas been sut jected to moat uvjust 
and shameful aspersions, aud who, I am 
sure, has euffered keenly under the lo 
fiction, yet has gone straight ahead ju 
the path of duty, notwithstanding. O 
course while we may feel a deep sense 
of wrong uuder the castigationa that we 
mny thus be subjected to, the knowledge 
that our motives are pure, aud that we 
are doing our duty, fully compensates 


for the wrong dove us. But [ think 
you must make rome exveptiona to 
your rule. You know that you cau 
scarcely make a rule which la not sub- 
ject tu exceptlous, aud I think If you 
corefully examlpe the subject you will 
agree with me that some exoeptlons 
must be made, 

T tiud a great deal of the bighest truth 
iu your paper, both in the editorial page 
and iu the contributed articles, I wish 
you abundant success in your labor of 
ove, for I oannot doubt that It la such 
with you.

The man who has contempt for a fellow 
mortal on account of his imper.ections 
needs improvement mostly of the two; for 
contempt is the very acme of selfishness.

Obdtainable evidences indicate that the

A SHADOW OF RELIEF. 

Senator Stanford of California, a mil- 
lionaire, has suggested to Congress that 
the government loan money to the people 
at 1 to 2 per cent. interest per annum, 
with real estate security.

WHAT IS LIFE? 

Life is consciousness. Man is con- 
scious, thus an effect of a conscious cause, 
or an epitome—an individual zation of 
the same. Or, we may say a part of that 
cause, and thus a cause in himself. 

Consciousness is life, thus life in the 
macrocosm must be conscious. Intelli- 
gence is a high degree of consciousness, 
and the more man learns the more acutely 
conscious he becomes of life as a cause. 

Knowledge is power, therefore, as he 
gains in knowledge he increases in power.

Man not only possesses 
will power, but it is a conscious form of 
will, 

Can conscious will emanate from un- 
conscious will? Hardly. Then the force 
that governe the starry universe must be 
a conscious force. And how conscious 
compared to man’s limited powers! And 
ifthe body that man desires to move or 
influence by the force of his will must pos- 
sess consciousness or life itself, may we 
not infer from this that the material 
bodies moving in space must have life in 
them to be thus guided? These bodies 
may not be individually conscious (celf- 
conacious) of this life, but they must pos- 
sess it to bring forth life endowed vegeta- 
tion, which too is not self-conscious. 

But we note that domestic animals are 
more intelligent than the lower ones; that 
primitive man is still more intelligent or 
self-conscious than domestic animals; that 
the higher the grade of human beings the 
more eelf-conscious or intelligent they are. 


Now, if a spiritual or conecious life facili- 
tates this harmony, must not nature be 
spiritual, intelligent or conscious? If in- 
telligent, how did it become so? It cer- 
tainly did not grow out of man, and thus 
preceded him. Then it must have exieted 
before him. And aa it could not have 
been made intelligent by man it must 
have been eo ere man existed aa an indi- 
vidualized being. And if nature is intelli- 
gent or conscious it must constitute a life 
condition on an inlinite scale.

Learning, it is claimed, cradicates this 
belief, this superatition (?).

According to naturalists a scorpion will 
produce 6s young, a common fly will lay 
144 eggs, a leech 159 and a spider 170 
A hydrachna produces 600 eggs and a frog 
ttoo, A female moth will produce rioo 
eggs and a tortoise 1000, A gallinsect 
has laid 50,000 eggs, a shrimp 6:00, and 
10,000 have been found in the ovary of an 
ascaris. One naturalist found over 12,000 
eggs in a lobster, and another over 21,000. 
An insect very similar to an ant ( Afstil/a) 
has produced So,ooo eggs in a single day, 
and Leuwenhoeck seems to compute 4,000 
ooo as the crab’s share. 


Many fishes produce an Incredible num- 
ber of eggs. More than 36,000 have been 
counted in a herring, 33,000 in a smelt, 
1,000,000 in a sole. 1,130,000 in a roach, 
3 000,000 in a sturgeon, 342,000 in a carp, 
353,000 in a tench, 546,000 in a mackerel, 
992,000 in a perch and 1.357,000 in a foun» 
der. But of all the fisnes ever yet die- 
covered, the cod seema to be the most 
prolific. One naturalist computes that 
this fish produces more than 3 686,000 eggs, 
and another as many as 9 444.009. A 
rough calculation has shown inat were I 
per cent of the eggs of the salmon to re- 
sult in fullgrown fish, and were they and 
their progeny to continue to increse in the 
same ratio, they would in about sixty years 
amount in bulk to many times the size of 
the earth.
